The petition has been granted 
by Judge Francis Nims Thompson 
in Franklin Probate Court. 


Mrs. Purrington, whose will was 
probated over 13 years ago, left 
the residue of her estate for sup- 
port and maintenance of a home 
for old people in Jackeonville, Vt. 
or, in case no such home was es- 
tablished there, to one established 
in Franklin County. 

The Attorney General's office in 
the course of checking public 
charitable trusta ascertained that 
there is no such home in Jackson. 
ville, Vt., and that the trast fund 
had -not been applied. The peti- 
tion was then brought to apply it 
to the Home for Aged People of 
Franklin County, to which persons 
from Jacksonville, Vermont, may 
be admitted. Money from the 
Durkee estate of Northfield Farme 
made possible the establishment of 
the Home for Aged People. Am- 
bert G. Moody of this town is » 
member of its board of- trustees. 


Town Householders 
Must Save Fuel Oil 


State OPA director L. J. Bres- 
nahan says that all fuel oil usere 
must restrict thelr’ present con- 
aumption in order tov’prevent a 
possible shortege later in the win- 
ter. Reports from large oil com- 
panies indicated that retailers and 
householders were too optimistic 
about fuel oil supplies, and in this 
state inventories for November 
were not as good as a year ago. 
Dr. R. G. Holton of the Fuel ra- 
tion panel of the local rattoning 
board has been advised of the sit- 
vation and urged to call the at- 
tention of the public to the facts. 
He urges that extreme caution 
must be used by users, that tem- 
peratures do not. exceed 65. de- 
grees, except where illness and age 
demand. That night temperatures 
do not exceed 55 and that care be 
taken not to waste heat. In ex- 
treme cold draw window shades 
and keep doors and windows closed 
as much as possible. If all will 
co-operate Northfield will get by 
this winter, although low inven- 
tories and military demands face 
the coming months. a

pended under the direction of the 
Selectmen, or act thereon. 

Artic] 2, To see if the Town will 
authorize the Selectmen to appoint 
a committee. not to exceed five 
persons to arrange for the erection 
and maintenance of: a temporary 
Northfield Honor Roll, or act 
thereon. 

Article 8, To see if the Town 
will vote to transfer a sum of 
money from Chapter 81 road ap- 
propriation, to snow. account, or 
act thereon. 

The meeting was called to or- 
der by the Moderator, William F. 
Hoehn and the Town Clerk, Mrs. 
H. M. Haskell read the ‘Warrant. 
Action on Article 1 was immedi. 
ately taken and the voters re- 
sponded by unanimously passing 
it. There was some discussion 
mainly for the purpose of informa- 
tion. Article 2 was also unani- 
mously passed upon motion prop- 
erly seQonded. Article 8 was 
agreed to by the voters and the 
sum transferred was $812. 

Before the meeting adjournec 
a layout plan of the Honor Roll 
was shown to those present and 
all agreed it was a fine piece of 
work, but the plan is only sugges- 
tive to the committee. Appoint- 
ments were made to the commit- 
tee by the Selectmen and announc- 
ed.as the meeting adjourned.
